This is the final tabulation of statistical data for the period 
1964. This annual report of Vital Statistics was compiled for 


use in the study of birth, death, marriage and divorce statistics.

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BACKGROUND 


COMPILATION AND UTILIZATION 


Vital Statistics in Missouri are compiled from five documents which are filed with the Division of Health by State Law, To obtain the 
fullest use of these records, many sources of data must be utilized, including population, social acience, medical, statistical, and demog- 
raphic literature. Vital data are of little value unless special care is taken to analyze the cause and effect of the trends in vital events. 
To do this, knowledge and understanding of considerable background material are necessary, In Missouri, the five basic records on file 
with the Division of Health are: (1) birth records, (2) death records, and (3) stillbirth records, each beginning with 1910; (4) marriage, 
and (5) divorce records, beginning with 1948, Much use is made of the data concerning vital events because they play such an important 
part in both our economy and social structure, The births that occur today will affect the sale of childrens' toys, the construction of 
schools, the number of homes to be built for future families and the aging population. People interested in these problems and others must 
turn to vital statistics for source and background data, - 

The economic and social factors which are affected by the occurrence of vital events, in turn, are significant in the present and future 


health of the people in Missouri, 


RELIABILITY OF THE DATA 

Statistics are neither more true nor more false than the interpretation given to them, Figures cannot be wrong until we interpret them 
as representing a specific thing. The value of the data lessens as the knowledge of the person using a specific kind of data decreases, Re- 
ports published by the Bureau of Vital Statistics are limited in their scope by the amount of time and money available for their publication, 
They are published in a form standardized for use by vital statisticians, This means that certain facts must be realized if knowledge is to 
be gained from the use of these reports. A novice can best ask for advice from a person trained in the use of statistics, their collection, 
tabulation, and interpretation. The main sources of error found in vital statistics are: underregistration’, improper tabulation procedure, 
poor response or indifference on the part of those responsible for completing vital records, and probably the most dangerous source of error, 
improper interpretation, 

Age and sex distribution together with social and economic conditions play a large part in the health of the people of any state, 
Missouri counties have a range in age from one county with one-half of its people under 21 years of age to another with one-half of the 
people over 40 years of age. A county that has a population composed primarily of younger persons might present a fictitious picture of 
good health if the number of deaths is used as a measure of health, The reverse could be true in a county composed predominantly of older 


persons. 


POPULATION 

Population data used for computing rates shown in this report were obtained from the following sources: Population Estimates, 1911-1950, 
taken from the United States Bureau of the Census Release, Series P-25, No. 139, June 27, 1965; 1960 population taken from United States Census 
of Population, "General Characteristics," PC(1) 27B; 1951-1959 and 1961-1963 as computed by the Missouri Division of Health, Statistical Serv- 
ices, The components used to compute the 1961 through 1963 estimates” were the net change, natural increase and net migration, The net migra- 


tion based upon the experience during the period 1950-1960. 


USE OF THE TERMS "RECORDED" AND "RESIDENT" 
Historically, vital statistics have been presented in two forms, "Recorded" and "Resident", It is important to understand the signifi- 
cance of these terms when analyzing vital statistics. As an example, this report might show birth data as follows for two selected areas: 
Recorded live births, City of Springfield - 3,394 . 
Resident live births, City of Springfield - 1,942 
Recorded live births, Gasconade County - 6 
Resident live births, Gasconade County - 214 
What accounts for the difference in the above birth numbers? The differences are between the recorded and resident births of an area, due 
mainly to facilities available in the area, In the first case, people are coming into a city to have their babies, because of the medical 
facilities available, In the second case, people are leaving an area to have their babies. 
"Recorded" data are based on the number of vital events that occur in an area, These data are used to analyze events that might be 
affected by the place in which they occur. 
"Resident" data are compiled for vital events that relate to persons residing in an area independent of where the events occurred, 
(A person is considered to be a resident of an area if he has resided there six months or more. In the case of live births, fetal deaths, 


and infant deaths, the residence of the mother is considered to be the residence of the child), 


RACE AND COLOR ‘ 
The category "white" includes, in addition to persons reported as "white", those reported as Mexican, Puerto Rican, Chinese, Japanese, 
Indian, except Negro, In other words, persons reported as '"'Negro"” are recorded as "nonwhite"; all other classes are recorded as "white". 


Any person reported as a mixed race which includes "Negro" is recorded as "nonwhite", 


CAUSE OF DEATH CLASSIFICATION 


The causes of death presented here were classified in accordance with the World Health Organization Regulations, nee "Manual of the 
International Statistical Classification of Diseases and Causes of Death", based on the recommendations of the Seventh Revision Conference, 
1955. 





lohis report includes the marriages and divorces reported to this office, There are a few counties which did not report any of these 
events, In some cases this may be a true picture of the occurrences in those counties; in others, it represents underreporting. This re- 
port does not include information from those Missouri residents who marry and seek divorce outside of the State, As yet, there is no inter- 
change between states of these events. The data is recorded. As State laws change, this causes changes in the rate which may not represent 
a true picture, Thus, a tightening of divorce laws may drop the reported divorce rate but not the resident rate,
